A  few  years  ago  the  subject  of 
starting  a  factor}-  w  as  agitated  in 
Cohasset.  In  the  face  of  legal 
advice  that  its  action  w  ould  be  il- 
legal, the  Town  voted  exempt 
from  taxation  for  a  certain  time  the 
property  of  any  company  or  indi- 
vidual, that  should  start  a  factory 
for  the  manufacture  of  boots  and 
shoes  or  cotton  and  woollen  goods. 
Here,  however,  all  action  in  the 
matter  stopped.  One  or  two  men 
"n  the  town,  indeed,  are  under- 
tood  to  have  offered  to  give  a 
piece  of  land  to  any  individual  or 
ipany,  who  would  put  a  facto- 
in  itj  but  these  offers  probably 
er  went  beyond  the  borders 
of  Cohasset.  What  should  have 
been  done  by  those  most  interes- 
matter,  would  have  been 
to  organize  a  committee  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  bring  to  t  <e 
attention  of  capitalists  the  extraor- 
dinary advantages  offered  by  Co- 
hasset to  manufacturers.  A  few 
lines  of  advertisement  in  the  Bos- 
ton dailes  would  doubtless  have 
done  much  as  anything  in  this  di- 
rection. But  the  vote  of  the  town, 
•e  suppose,  still  holds  good.  If 
there  really  is  a  desire  on  the  part 
number  of  our  citizens  that 
Cohasset  should  have  a  factory  it 
is  not  too  late  now  for  the  desire 
to  be  realized.  Neither  is  it  nec- 
essary in  our  opinion  to  go  out  of 
town  for  capital ;  a  stock  company 
ith  shares  at  $100  each  could 
isily  be  formed  in  the  town  itself. 
That  a  factory  would  be  a  direct 
benefit  to  Cohasset,  we  do  not 
doubt.  Already  many  of  our 
people,  both  male  and  female, 
find  employment  in  the  factories 
the  neighboring  towns. 
A  factory  would  furnish  work 
during  the  winter  to  the  large 
number  of  fishermen,  whose  win- 
ters now  are  terms  of  enforced 
idleness.  Tradesmen  and  me- 
chanics would  be  indirectly  bene- 
fited by  the  increase  of  population 
and  ready  money.  Then,  we  say, 
let  the  factories  come,  and  th< 
more  the  merrier. 

We  know  there  are  some  who 
will  object  to  making  Cohasset 
anything  more  than  a  watering 
place,  especially,  some  among 
our  summer  residents,  but,  al- 
though the  summer  residents  have 
increased  the  population  and  val- 
uation of  Cohasset  they  certainly 
would  not  stand  in  the  way  of  its 
advancement  in  prosperity.  Let 
thone  who  think  there  is  nothing 
to  bc  gained  by  this  step  take 
note  of  the  condition  of  oilier 
near  us ;  the  increase  in 
population  and  valuation  (Cohas- 
"  population  is  about  what  it 
in  1870),  the  excellent  school 
facilities,  public  libraries,  banks, 
such  conveniences  as  gas  iindwater 
good  entertainments  during  the 
winter  and  a  hundred  other  things 
which  mark  the  difference  be- 
tween a  smart  go-ahead  place 
and  a  "Slr-cpy  Ilollow." 

Wc  believe  that  to  make  this  a 
sucecis,  only  needs  some  one  to

Twculy-flvo  lo  thirty  years  ago  a 
woolen  suit  iu  duly  aud  August  waa  '11 
real  curiosity  nud  indiented  quite  plain 
ly  that  the  wearer  was  too  poor  lo  buy 
it  liucn  suit,  which  was  nlmoM  noirer- 
sitlly  worn  during  tho  hot  lumSMf 
mouths.

Why  Ibis  change 
has  come  over  us  tve  cannot  tell,  except 
the  broad  ground  thnt  woolen  has 
been  found  to  bo  better  nud  hculthicr  in 
immcr  mouths  than  liucn.  lie 
that  us  it  inny,  a  liucu  suit  is  nrtw  as 
much  ol  a  curiosity  as  11  woolen  cue 
was  ;J0  ycitrs  ago,  even  in  the  southern 
state*.  This  change  hits  caused  a 
greater  cousmuptioit  ol  wool  ami  of  ne- 
cessity a  ut  itch  greater  production.
